“ will be graciously pleased to direct an Inquiry to be instituted into the present 
state of the Established Church in Ireland, by a communication with the Arch- 
bishops and Bishops of that part of the United Kingdom, similar in its nature 
and details with the Inquiry instituted by command of His Majesty in June 1 806, 
and of which Inquiry a full Report was, by His Majesty’s gracious direction, pre- 
sented to both Houses of Parliament in July 1 807 ; in order that, by an accurate 
comparison of the results of such Inquiries, it may be learned how far the recom- 
mendations contained in the former Report have been acted upon and proved 
effectual, for realizing His Majesty’s benevolent and paternal intentions for the 
protection and support of the Established Church of that part of the United 
Kingdom ; and particularly for securing to the people of Ireland the beneficial 
influence of the precept and example of an universally resident body of Parochial 
Clergy;”— 

I am accordingly to desire, that your Excellency will take the necessary 
measures for carrying the prayer of the said Address into effect ; and that your 
Excellency will be pleased to report the result thereof, for the information of the 
House of Commons.

And I request your Grace will transmit to me, with as little delay as possible, 
the most accurate accounts that can be furnished of the actual situation of the 
Established Church of Ireland ; and I inclose a List of Queries, the same as those 
which were prepared in 1 806, to be submitted to the several Bishops within your 
Grace’s province accordingly.

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MY LORD Armagh, November 15, 1819. 

T HAVE the honour of transmitting to your Excellency, in obedience to the coip- 
1 mands of His Roval Highness The Prince Regent, the Returns made by the Bishops 
of the Province of Armagh, respecting the Ecclesiastical state of their several Dioceses. 
It was thought prudent that these should not be required till after the annual Visitations, 
as each Bishop would then be better able to render an accurate account of the different 
Parishes within his jurisdiction. The delay which has occurred since, was occasioned 
by the deaths of the Archbishop of Tuam and the Bishop of Clogher, which caused many 
changes in the Church establishment. 

I trust your Excellency will find, that great improvement has taken place in the Church 
of Ireland, since the Report made of it in the year 1806. Subsequent to that period, 
indeed, many Churches and Glebe-houses have been built; many Glebes have been pur- 
chased, many Livings have been divided, and much more actual Residence has been 
obtained. 

- The Unions in the Irish Church have long been considered as one of its greatest defects. 
These Unions are of two kinds, perpetual and pro hac vice ; the former are made by the 
Privy Council, the latter by the Bishop of the Diocese. As Perpetual Unions cannot be 
effected without the consent of the Patron, the Incumbent, the Bishop, the Archbishop, 
and the Privy Council, they undergo such severe investigations as precludes all suspicion 
of their being improperly made. But Episcopal Unions are under no such restraints ; and 
it is possible, therefore, that some of them, particularly those made in former times, may 
be found to be extremely objectionable. 

In justification of such Unions, however, it must be observed, that in many cases the 
Livings of which they were composed were so inconsiderable, no Clergyman would ac- 
cept the cure of them. A factious vote of the Irish House of Commons, by prohibiting 
the^ payment of agistment tithe, reduced the Vicars to absolute want; and to provide 
a scanty maintenance, it became necessary to unite several Vicarages into one Benefice. 
Even now, there are many Unions of Vicarages, consisting of from eight to ten Parishes, 
which do not produce a clear Ecclesiastical income of two hundred per annum ; nay, 
there are two large Unions, which having been augmented, cannot exceed one hundred. 

When Parishes have been long united, every day increases the difficulty of separating 
them. The Churches are in ruins, the Glebe-houses have disappeared, and in various 
instances, the small Glebes have been seized by laymen, from whom they cannot now be 
easily wrested. 

The reluctance of Irish Gentlemen to suffer their tithe deeds to be inspected, in order 
to sell a few acres of land, often renders it impossible to procure a Glebe, or even the 
site of a Church ; were these Unions then hastily and indiscriminately dissolved, little 
would be gained by the public or by the Established Church ; for the greater part of the 
Parishes which compose them, would remain without Glebes, Glebe-houses, places of 
Worship, or resident Clergymen. 

Still however it appears expedient, not only to ascertain the real state of Episcopal 
Unions, but to provide a check against abuse in the exercise of the power of uniting. 
Now, if the Archbishops written consent were required for such Unions; if none were 
yaliduuiess made on a separate instrument, containing a detail of the circumstances which 
rendered the measure necessary; and if all papers relating to it were entered at large in 
the Registry of the Archbishop of the Province ; in the course of a few years every Epis- 
copal Union would be maturely considered, and the making or continuing improper 
Unions would be entirely prevented. 

The real state of the Established Church of Ireland is indeed little known, and has 
been often extremely misrepresented. Englishmen are acquainted with it only from the 
works of political writers, or from the description of travellers, who are equally zealous 
to destroy the establishment. Irish gentlemen are not much better informed, but derive 
their opinions from what passes in their immediate vicinity ; and if Ecclesiastical abuse 
prevail in the Parish where they reside, they rashly and falsely conclude, that every part 
of Ireland is in the same deplorable situation. 

I am persuaded, however, that great improvements have taken place in this Province; 
and doubt whether eight contiguous English Dioceses can be fopnd, in which the 
Churches and Houses are in such excellent order, or the Clergy more careful, exact, and 
zealous in the discharge of their parochial duties.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS: 

THE Answers to the Queries in the columns are necessarily, except in a few instances, a repetition of those given to 
similar Queries in the year 1807. The same may, in some measure, be said of those of a more general tendency, to 
which it remains to return such answers as relate to matters of opinion. 

Query . — What are the powers which now exist, of enforcing Residence, or which it may be necessary to 
recommend to the Legislature, to provide for that purpose ? 

Answer. The powers vested by the canon law, and the primitive discipline of the church, in the Archbishops and 

Bishops, to enforce Residence, when duly exercised, and no longer checked by appeals to a court of Delegates, constituted 
as of late years it had been in Ireland, would have been amply sufficient to remedy the abuses arising from Non-residence ; 
and that the several Archbishops and Bishops would have duly availed themselves of those powers, and faithfully exercised 
them, wherever the circumstances of the several parishes in their Dioceses would admit, must appear evident, from the 
zeal and assiduity with which they have exercised the new powers vested in them by the Act passed in the 48th of the 
King, for enforcing the Residence of Spiritual Persons on their Benefices in Ireland. 

In carrying the provisions of this Act into practice, it has been seen how ineffectual ail substitutions to the operation and 
influence of the primitive discipline of the church must prove ; and that when, in the place of the obligations to canonical 
allegiance and a professional feeling, a Clergy aie required to look for the great rule of their conduct in the discharge of 
their spiritual duties, to the enactments of parliamentary statutes and the mere letter of the law, there can be but little hope 
of forming an exemplary and useful parochial ministry ; there is no way of evading the regulations of such statutes, and 
the temporal penalties they provide, of which they will not avail themselves. 

In this act, the time between serving the first monition to reside, and the order for sequestering the profits of the 
Benefice in case of non-compliance with the monition, leaves so many chances for defeating the wishes of the Bishop, that

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS: 

neither that, nor the intermediate monition produce any effect ; and when, to avoid the consequence of the order of 
sequestration, the person returns himself resident, there are instances in which, to evade the penalties of the 3d section, he 
contents himself with appearing in his Benefice one day in every week ; but the period of three years that must intervene 
before he can be deprived of his Benefice, affords a still greater encouragement to him to disregard all proceedings against 
him, when he has other resources to depend cn, besides the profits of his Benefice. — To have any prospect of rendering the 
act effectual, the order of sequestration should issue in one month after serving the monition, in case of non-compliance ; 
and deprivation should follow a non-compliance of twelve months. 

Query . — What is the best mode of applying .such funds as are now applicable, or hereafter may become so, to 
the purpose of building or repairing churches, or glebe-houses, or the improvement of glebes or otherwise ? 

Answer. From the liberal grants and loans that have of late been made by Parliament for acquiring of glebes, 

building glebe-houses, and building or rebuilding churches from the regulations of the 48th of the King, ch.66, and 
those of the trustees of the First Fruits for giving them effect;— and from the zeal of the several Archbishops and Bishops 
in availing themselves of the facilities thus at length afforded them, of procuring houses of residence, and places of public 
worship within their respective Dioceses, incalculable advantages have already arisen to the church in Ireland. This, it is 
to be hoped, will be a powerful incitement to the Government and the Legislature not to restrict these loans and grants 
till they are made adequate to the remaining exigencies of the establishment. 

With respect to the regulations provided by the statute, and necessarily directing the proceedings of the trustees of the 
First Fruits, some additional provisions are necessary, for enabling them to enforce the regular payment of the instalments 
on loans for building, or rebuilding churches. The proceedings directed at present by the statute, are found to be totally 
ineffectual, and must ever continue so, as it is perfectly nugatory in the Archbishop and Bishop; “ to nominate and appoint 
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General Observations — continued. 

“ some fit person or persons to levy such instalments, or sum or sums of money as shall be due and unpaid no person or 
persons can be found who will voluntarily undertake this office, and the Archbishops or Bishops have no power to compel 
the acceptance or the discharge of it 

In the Answer to this Query in 1807, an observation was made which is still called for. There are many instances, in 
which it would be highly expedient to change the site of the church to a more convenient situation ; but the consent of the 
patron, and of the proprietors of land within the parish is required by the law as it now stands; and these proprietors being 
either absent from the kingdom, or together with the patron opposing the wishes of the minister and the Protestant pa- 
rishioners, no act of council can be applied for to change the site. Might not the clause, requiring the consent of the 
lauded proprietors, be restricted to resident proprietors ; and might it not be sufficient to serve the patron and the resident 
proprietors with notice of the intention of applying to the privy council, that they might state whatever objections they 
might have to make against passing the act? 

In answering that part of the Query, that relates to Glebes, it may be necessary to observe, that there is an act of parlia- 
ment that prevents persons under settlement from giving Glebes to parishes that have none, on any other terms than the 
full acreable value, to be determined by a jury. When a Glebe is offered under these circumstances, the Bishop must either 
decline accepting it and so leave the parish still without a Glebe, or entail on the Incumbents such a burden, from the high 
rent that it is almost certain a jury will adjudge, as in small Benefices must make Glebes rather an injury than an advan- 
tage. It has been suggested, that as in instances in which a fine may be received by the person granting the Glebe to fine 
down the rent, the trustees of the First Fruits make a gift of 450/. to perpetual Curacies, arid of 400/. to Benefices not ex- 
ceeding 200 /. a year ; the trustees may be enabled to advance yearly, out of their general fund, the interest either of the 
450 1 . or the 400 1 . as the case may be, to all Incumbents having Glebes, for which they pay the full acreable value, to- 
wards the payment of the rent. 

Query. — What regulations appeal' to be proper to be established by law or otherwise, to prevent Unions, perpetual 
01 episcopal, from being henceforth improperly made ; and to preserve Churches and Glebe-houses from dila- 
pidation, where there are more than one in the united parishes ? 

Answer. — The laws, as they now stand, have made such regulations relative to perpetual Unions, as seem to preclude 
every danger of having any made improperly. Before any parishes can be perpetually united, the Lord Primate, the Bishop 
of the Diocese, the Incumbent, and the Patron must join in the application to the Lord Lieutenant and privy council ; all 
the circumstances relative to the several parishes are to be declared to them, and a committee, of which a Chief Judge 
must be one, is to decide on the expediency of the Union, before it can receive the consent of the Lord Lieutenant and 
council. 

Here, however, it may be necessary to repeat what an evil prevails very extensively in this Diocese, suggested in 
answering the Queries of 1807. There are in the Diocese a number of parishes in the hands of lay-impropriators, either 
with very small vicarages or without any stipend whatever allowed for the cure of souls, as well as small Benefices in the 
gift of the Crown without church or glebe. An arrangement of those parishes, so as to form them into perpetual Unions 
for securing a resident minister and supporting a church, is absolutely essential ; but the previous consent of the patrons 
and Incumbents of every parish is an indispensable requisite towards applying to the privy council for the act of Union ; 
and if any of them refuse their consent, the Bishop has no remedy. Might it not be provided that in all such cases, notice 
of the application of the Archbishop or Bishop to the privy council should be served on each impropriator, patron and in- 
cumbent, as proposed in the case of changing the site of churches, that he may state whatever objections he may have to 
the Union? The same measure might be adopted in cases of disuniting parishes. 

Should there be any apprehension of abuse from episcopal Unions, might it not be a sufficient security against it, if no 
such Union should be made without a reference to the Lord Primate, as in the case of Faculties, stating the reasons for 
making the Union, obtaining his consent, and registering the Union in his court. 

In answer to the latter part of this Query, I know of no instance in which there are more than one Glebe-house within 
parishes either perpetually or episcopally united. Should there be any instance of it in perpetual Unions, the less con- 
venient of the houses should be condemned, and declared to be no longer a Glebe-house. Where there are two or more 
churches in one Union, there is already an act of parliament that provides for their support. 

Query. — What can be suggested, in addition to the foregoing Queries, for the improvement, protection and sup- 
port of the church in Ireland? 

Answer. — To what has been already stated that bears on this Query, it may be added, that to augment the income of the 
small Livings, either by supplies voted by parliament for the purpose, as in England, or by enabling the trustees of the 
First Fruits to supply out of their funds the deficiency in primate Boulter’s fund, that has hitherto been applied to that pur- 
pose, and to compel the lay-impropriators regularly to pay the stipends reserved for the cure of souls in their original 
grants, which, in numberless instances they have ceased to do, would essentially contribute to the better support of the 
church in Ireland. The protection and favour of her nursing father and supreme head, hitherto so auspiciously extended 
to her ; the countenance and support of the legislature, on the existence of which as. at present constituted, her existence 
depends; a strict enforcement of all that is enjoined by her canons and constitutions, and the maintenance of her primitive 
discipline ; a general persuasion that in the disposal of the patronage of the Crown, the government of the country will 
attend, as well in the higher as in the lower departments of the ministry, to professional merit and professional recom- 
mendations, in preference to parliamentary or great family interests : — These, with the assistance of the Divine Spirit, 
promise to be among the most effectual means of contributing to the protection and improvement of the church in Ireland.

OBSERVATIONS 

Prefatory to the Answers returned to the Queries, fyc. fyc. SfC. 

THE constitution of the Union of Clonfert and Kilmacduagh differing very considerably from that 
ef any other diocese in Ireland, in respect to the appropriation of parochial tithes, and of glebes, 
from which the necessity of establishing the many and extensive Unions which prevail therein has 
originated, it may be advisable perhaps, for the purpose of perspicuity, previously and separately to 
state the constituent characteristics of the See, before I enter upon the replies to the specific inter- 
rogatories proposed respecting its interior arrangements, competencies, and defects. 

I. — In the Union of the dioceses of Clonfert and Kilmacduagh, is retained the old episcopal esta- 
stablishment of the quarta pars ; that is, a portion of the parochial tithes out of almost every parish, 
payable to the Bishop, making altogether a very considerable article of the episcopal revenue. In 
some instances the quarta pars comprehends only a fourth of certain denominations in a parish ; but in 
general, it involves the fourth of the tithes of the whole parish, and through Kilmacduagh, such is its 
itaport in every parish without exception. The incomes also severally of the Deans and Dignitaries 
of the two cathedrals (none of whom, except the Dean of Kilmacduagh, have any cures of souls, or 
any prebendal houses of residence,) arise out of a partition of the parochial tithes. 

IL — Out of 59 parishes, the whole number in the united dioceses, 44 pay the quarta pars to the 
Bishop; in some he is entitled to two; in other, to three quarta pars. Between the sums of 26/. and 
of 60 1. intermediately, are comprehended the degrees of the whole scale of this parochial allotment 
to the diocesan. 

Hence has arisen the necessity, for the purpose of supplying a competent provision, to the parochial 
incumbent, of compressing the 59 parishes by Unions, into 14 benefices, allotted to 14 incumbents.

III. — In respect to the value of the individual component members of these Unions, it extends from 
20/. annually to 60 1 . ; the aggregate result, in few instances, exceeds 250 1 . ; and in no instance, except 
two, it exceeds 400/. per annum, including the return of both glebe and tithes; such, at least, is my 
opinion after minute inquiry. 

IV. — Some remarks having been made in public upon the improper extent of episcopal Unions in 
Ireland, and there being in the diocese of Clonfert three Unions, apparently upon the first view, to 
a stranger of that description, I hope it will not be deemed irrelevant to the purpose of this inquisition, 
if I state minutely the circumstances of each. The names of the three Unions are, Kilcolgan, 
Lickmolassy, and Batlymacward ; the first contains eleven parishes. To an inquiry, which I made some 
short time after my appointment to this diocese, I received a letter from the rev. Mr. Young, the 
incumbent, a very respectable character, out of which I take the following extract : — 

“ 1. The whole Union of nine parishes comprehends about fifteen thousand acres, in which an 
“ acre of bog does not exist, but a vast number of acres of rocks. One quarter of the ti he only belongs 
“ to the Vicar ; the other three quarters belong to the Bishop, the Rector of Ardrahan, the Archdeacon, 
“ the Provost (of Kilmacduagh,) and the Vicars Choral of Christ Church Dublin, severally. 

“ Tithe is paid with great reluctance, though I never set mine to a tithe proctor, tut gave 

“ every person his own. The small parishes of Bullane and Kilcooly do not seem to belong to the 

“ Union, 
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“ Union, but were probably given to it to add a little to the income. The income of the Union has 
“ been as follows, deducting the expense of my tithes collector, expense of process, &c. &c.

2. Lickmolassy contains the parishes of Lickmolassy , Ballinakill, and Leitrim, a Union of great 
extent, perhaps not less than 34,000 acres, improved and unimproved, and may well be dissolved ; but 



the Union was formed in X 735 ; the benefice has never become vacant except once by resignation in 
the time of the present diocesan ; and as the Earl of Clanricarde is the reputed patron, any new 
arrangement could not be affected by the will alone of the diocesan. 

3. Bal/ymacward is a Union of five parishes, all contiguous, the income of which if disunited, 
would supply a decent endowment for two benefices ; but the title to the patronage of some of the 
component parishes is claimed by the Clanricarde family also, and has been frequently litigated with 
the Bishop of the day, at great expense to both parties. I do not conceive, that in the two dioceses 
there is any other instance of a Union, but what is absolutely necessary to support the incident expenses 
of every parish church, and afford a moderate subsistence to a clergyman and his family. 

V. — It is to be observed also, that these Unions were arranged in an early period of the last 
century ; and where there is a conflicting presumption to patronage, as unfortunately, and indeed it 
may be, (if some amicable or legal adjustment do not take place,) ruinously to the Bishop is the case in 
Clonfert, dissolutions and new unions are hazardous and difficult measures. 

VI. — In respect to perpetual Unions (Query VII.) the power of creating or dissolving them seems 
at present, under the existing laws, to rest as much with the civil as ecclesiastical department of the 
State, and is fully competent to prevent any improper consolidations. From the enlargement ot 
towns, the increase of rents payable to ecclesiastical corporations, reclaiming of waste land, and im- 
provement in the science of agriculture, it must be admitted that consolidations, unreasonable at the 
present day, exist, which probably were the creations of necessity in former times, and ought now, at 
fit opportunity, to be dissolved ; but in many instances, especially in respect to the utility of erecting 
comfortable Glebe-Houses, consolidations surely are necessary and political; and I am inclined to 
think, that a regulation to facilitate the accomplishment of perpetual Unions is, in particular cases, 
and for several reasons, as desirable as one to prevent them ; in one respect, because all grants and 
loans for Churches or Glebe-Houses are regulated in episcopal Unions, by the value of some one com- 
ponent member of the Union, and not by the product of the whole collectively ; it is otherwise under 
consolidations. 

If any new regulation be deemed necessary to adjust episcopal Unions, I conceive an injunction to 
consult with a local superior may be the most advisable ; local, from the necessity of local knowledge 
to form a competent judgment of circumstances. 

VII. — I apprehend, that the laws already in being establish the best mode of applying such funds 
as are now applicable to the purpose of building or repairing Churches or Glebe-Houses. 

But I have often conceived, and not untaught altogether by personal experience, that under those 
laws it might be a prudent provision to establish an architect resident in each province, an ecclesiastical 
edile, whose duty should be to visit occasionally, at proper times, every ecclesiastical building in each 
diocese; be open at all times to the communications of each Incumbent; attend at every triennial 
visitation, or perhaps annual ; be there subject to local inquiries by the Archbishop and Bishop, make 
a Report in writing, and under affidavit, of what buildings are, either from the neglect of the Incum- 
bent, or effect of age or accident, or original bad construction, in a state of dilapidation or decay ; 
the character of the new fabricks built, building, or intended to be built, and various matters of a pro- 
fessional, nature. 

In 
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In its first effect, such an appointment would prove a most desirable relief, in respeot to adjusting 
the charges for dilapidation upon succession to benefices, which it is well known have too often been 
a source of private dispute, public litigation, and contumacious appeal ; and experience has lamentably 
proved, what speculation could not but have anticipated, that in their architectural expenditures, how- 
ever attentive and conscientious, the clergy have frequently stood in need of some such informant, to 
direct or discover the want of science or of integrity in the undertakers they have employed. 

There is already indeed the establishment of an architect to the Board of First Fruits; but his de- 
partment comprehends other objects than local visitation and report; nor can, perhaps, any individual 
resident in Dublin, and possessed of other public appointments, be efficient through every diocese of 
the kingdom in subordinate details and attendance. 

VIII. — Under the present law, to the collecting and enforcing the payment of parochial cesses, 
passed in vestries for the purpose of liquidating by annual instalments the loan advanced by the Board 
of First Fruits for the building of churches, insuperable obstacles occur. This is to be proved by the 
arrear now upon the books of the Board of First Fruits under this head ; and it seems therefore to be 
a very important and urgent necessity, that some more efficient measure for the collection of the said 
cesses should be provided. 

IX. — I humbly conceive, that the benefit of the gift granted by Government to the parochial In- 
cumbent, for the purpose of purchasing a Glebe, ought to be distributed equally to all Incumbents who 
may stand ip need of it : this is not the case at present ; for instance : — 

x. The Incumbent who is so fortunate as to discover a convenient portion of land, the fee or per- 
petual title of which is to be disposed of, obtains for himself and his successors the full benefit of the 
gift; namely, a Glebe discharged of all rent or reserved incumbrance ; and valuators, chosen partly by 
the Bishop or himself, and partly by the vender, regulate the balance of the bargain. 

2. But the Incumbent for whom a portion of land which is under settlement, is bought, obtains 
a Glebe subject to a perpetual rent, payable by himself and successors ; and as the quantum of rent is 
fixed by a sheriff’s jury, the quantum is seldom beneath the value of the premises. The remedy for 
this would, of course, be legal permission for proprietors under settlement to sell and fine down the rent 
as far as QO acres. 

3. And the Incumbent who can discover no purchaseable land, which is a very common case, par- 
takes in no degree of the bounty of the Government. In cases somewhat similar, I have been in- 
formed, that in England the grant of money is equally made, and the interest of the sum paid to the 
Incumbent until fit opportunity offer to purchase. 

X. — In respect to pure or unassociated cathedrals, where there is no capitular economy or revenue 
appropriated for their repair, and where the dignities are scantily endowed ; or even where the esta- 
blishment has been made both capitular and parochial, if the fabrick is situated in a parish of little 
ability, there seems to be a great probability that these noble monuments of antient piety will fall into 
decay, except the bounty of the State, through the First Fruits or from some other fund, be extended 
to their restoration and preservation.

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APPENDIX. 

General Observations, in reference to Queries Not answered in the Columns. 

1. UPON a general Recapitulation, it appears, that in the Diocese of Clonfert and Kilmacduagh, 
there are fourteen Benefices, upon which are sixteen parish Churches; that, although within the last 
ten years, upon the whole number of benefices there existed but one glebe-house, theVe are now eight ; 
another commenced upon, could a proper site have been obtained, which in every case has been 
repeatedly attempted ; and in two or three nearly effected, there would have been no benefice without 
its glebe-manse. 

It appears also, that there are ten resident rectors, four resident curates, three rectors possessed of other 
benefice3, therefore exempt from residence in Clonfert, but one of whom is about to build and reside 
in this diocese. 

2. Upon observing the impracticability in some instances, of procuring a site for a glebe-house, either 
by exchange or purchase, the necessity seems obvious of devising some measure which may meet that 
impracticability ; perhaps an Act of Parliament might be adviseable, granting a power to certain Com- 
missioners to compel the sale of a convenient portion of land for a church or a manse, ad valorem, and 
also of stone, gravel and sand, as materials for building ; in some such manner as is already enacted 
respecting shafts and adits to mines, lines of canals, public roads, and materials to make and repair 
them, &c. 

3. It appears that a scanty portion of glebes, except in one instance, is distributed throughout the 
parishes; that the native right of tithes to the parochial incumbent, in the proportion perhaps of 
three-fifths, is alienated and appropriated to exterm : It is a fact also, that no tithes are paid of potatoes, 
rape, turnips, flax ; a large proportion of the country being appropriated to grass farms, the proscription of 
agistment is extensively felt ; and the tithe of hay paid in very few instances, and where it has been paid, 
now litigated ; the litigation supported by a public subscription, made at meetings called and presided at by 
noblemen and gentlemen of the first rank and property in the county of Galway; and where the clergy- 
man who demanded it, has been calumniated for appealing to the decision of the Law in respect to his 
right. No small dues demanded ; no fees on burials, christenings, churchings, and a very small one 
on marriages; none from the poor. 

4. Under this state and arrangement of parochial property, great as the evil is of an aggregation of 
distant parishes, I do not conceive that any dissolution of Unions, or other distribution of parishes, would 
be expedient, except in the single instance of Beagh, which is at too great a distance from Ardrahan 
(to which it is united) for the parishioners to attend the church there, or even for the incumbent residing 
in Ardrahan, to discharge the occasional duties of Beagh. These two parishes are moreover divided 
by the intervention of the parish of Kiltarton, a particle of the Union of Kilmacduagh ; and the 
parishioners of Beagh attend divine service at Gort, where the church of Kilmacduagh stands, and are 
rated in parochial cesses by the vestry of Gort, though extems as of that parish. I think a portion 
of Kiltarton, adjacent to Ardrahan, should be exchanged for Beagh ; or a perpetual curacy established 
at Beagh. 

5. Many new arrangements indeed, highly productive of comfort to the clergyman, and conducive 
to the firmer establishment of the Protestant religion, might be made in the Union of the Dioceses of 
Clonfert and Kilmacduagh, were the Government to extend to it the same policy, under which at 
different periods, it has been pleased to regulate, I believe, every diocese of Ireland ; namely, by 
granting him a compensation, to enable the bishop to restore the Quarta Pars, now allotted to the See 
to the officiating parochial incumbents severally ; of such a measure, the first result would be to release 
the diocesan from the necessity of employing tithe-farmers or tithe-proctors ; in the hands of the incum- 
bents, individually, these portions would increase much in their value; their dispartitions would lay

a reasonable foundation for the dissolution of several of the present Unions, perpetual or episcopal; 
new churches and additional incumbents would naturally follow; and a competency established for 
general residence in remote districts, in some instances where the service of the Protestant Church has 
never been performed.-Please to see the Act, 4 th of Geo. I, c. 14, respecting Tuam. 

6. In the parish of Clonfert, upon the dissolution of the present system adverted to, it would be more, 
I think, than expedient, by incorporating it with the deanery, to establish there the residence of the 
dean ; the manse already built there is perfectly suitable to the dignity of that station ; and the dean is 
at present without cure of souls and residence. 

In proceeding to recover • debt by sequestration, the writ to sequester must be directed to the 
Bishop, although he himeelf be plaintiff in the came ; and the bishop commit, the sequestration to some 
person to be named by himeelf-, this, I believe, will be allowed by any constitutional lawyer to be an 
awkward , if not almost an anomalous process. But I should not have presumed to touch upon any prin- 
ciple so closely bordering upon our code of civil law, had I not been induced, from instance, which 
I have recently witnessed, of clerical individuals being inadvertently, if not unavoidably, brought into 
situations of much distress and great delicacy (by the operation of the substitution of the ordinary for 
the sheriff, in the execution of the writ of levari facias,) to submit, with great deference, and in the 
consciousness indeed of ignorance, though not without the confidence that I am thereby acting con- 
formably to the great object of thin inquiry, whether the subject might not be a proper one for profes- 
gional and authoritative revisal.

OBSERVATIONS: 

THE estimated extent of each of the Parishes is taken from the Church Applotment, and in no 
instance includes bog or mountain. 

It is presumed that the query, as to what is the present condition of the Churches, means, whether 
they are or are not in a slate fit for the celebration of divine service, and under this impression the 
query is answered ; but there are some Churches in this Diocese, in very poor parishes, very old and 
indifferent. 

Conceiving that every Living under 150/. per annum is of a value too small to afford comfort to 
the Incumbent, the query is answered accordingly. I cannot suggest the mode by which the condition 
of these may be most improved. 

All Parishes episcopally united, must have been so united when the incumbent was collated or 
instituted, for then the Bishop, if he saw it expedient, had it in his power to dissolve and divide the 
union ; the answer to this query gives the date of the titles of each Incumbent, in all cases of 
episcopal union. 

I feel myself unable, satisfactorily, to answer this query particularly , — “ Should such Unions be 
“ continued or dissolved, or would any other distribution of Parishes, comprehended within any Union, 
“ be expedient?" Were all the Livings in this diocese vacant, it would be found necessary, from the 
extreme poverty of many of the benefices, to unite again the parishes of which they are composed ; 
but there are some unions of parishes in this diocese, that in my opinion ought to be divided and diffe- 
rently distributed. 

I have never found it necessary to have recourse to the law to enforce the residence of any Clergy- 
man, but I should conceive the Act of the 48th of the King sufficiently strong for the purpose. There 
are instances where the residence of the Incumbents of parishes is quite impracticable, for want of 
glebe-houses or glebe lands on which to build such glebe-houses, or the possibility of procuring any 
suitable residence upon the benefice. 

The funds now intrusted to the Board of First Fruits, for the building or re-building Churches, are 
not by loan or otherwise applicable to the repair of Churches. I would suggest the expediency of 
extending the power of the Board of First Fruits to grant money to parishes for the repair of their 
churches, by loan, in the same way in which it is empowered to make loans for building and re- 
building churches. 

At present, the Board of First Fruits have power to grant money for the purchase or the fining 
down of the rent of Land for Glebe. In some parishes, the proprietors are so circumstanced by settle- 
ments, that the proprietors cannot sell or take a fine ; but the Legislature has provided, that in such 
case the proprietor may alienate for ever some acres, not exceeding a given number, but at the 
full improved value, under the Verdict if a Jury. Thus the Incumbent, perhaps of a very small and 
poor benefice, is put under a most heavy Rent, which in many instances is highly inconvenient, while 
the Board of First Fruits can afford him no relief or assistance out of the funds at their disposal. 
I would suggest the expediency of empowering the Board of First Fruits to grant, in such cases, the 
same sums of money which they have the power of doing if there were no settlements to bar the 
proprietors of lands from selling or taking a fine, and the sum so granted to be put into the funds 
for the use of such Incumbent, towards paying his heavy rent, and to be ready at any favourable 
' opportunity to purchase or fine down the rent of the land. 

I cannot conceive how the power of making perpetual Unions can well be put into hands where it is so 
little liable to abuse, as in the Privy Council of Ireland ; and l should hope that there is little danger 
of any Archbishop or Bishop knowingly making improper Episcopal unions. 

The law, I believe, amply provides for the preservation of Churches and Glebe-houses from dilapi- 
dation, when there are more than one in the united parishes, by the formation of perpetual Curacies. 

I venture to suggest the expediency and decency of some fund being made applicable to the repair 
and improvement of some of the Cathedral Churches in Ireland, which noW have no sufficient funds 
to keep them in repair, and are in far from a decent state. 

Under the law by which Loans are made by the Board of First Fruits to Incumbents of parishes, 
towards building their Glebe-houses, it is required that the Loan should be repaid at the rate of six 
per cent. This I think, in many instances, falls very heavy upon the builder. I would suggest the 
expediency of so altering the law, that the Loan should be repaid at the rate of three per cent, instead 
of six per cent.

GENERAL ABSTRACT OF THE PROVINCE OF LEINSTER - - p. 1

My Lord, 



Leinster and Munster. 



I HAVE the honour of laying before your Excellency returns from the Provinces of Leinster and Munster , 
showing the actual situation of the Established Church in that District, in relation to the points specified in the 
instructions which your Excellency was pleased to transmit to me. 

I trust they will furnish evidence of improvement since 1806, the date of the last report, which will be found 
not to fall short of what might have been expected from the munificent grants of money and other aids which 
the Legislature has supplied. 

Since the period referred to, an Act has been passed for promoting the residence of the Clergy, which has 
been found effectual, in the very few instances in which there has been occasion to enforce it. 

On the subject of Unions, it seems to me very doubtful whether any further enactment by the Legislature 
respecting them, is necessary, or would be productive of benefit. The Returns now laid before your Excellency, 
will show, even on the most superficial examination, that urgent occasions have occurred, and must still occur 
in a multitude of instances, for forming Unions, both permanently by act of Council, and temporarily by the 
authority of Bishops. 

The imperfect division of Parishes imposes the necessity of uniting ; while the fluctuating circumstances of the 
country, on many occasions, induce the expediency of varying Unions to meet the exigenciess that arise. 

The considerations on which Unions may be made, are already defined, namely contiguity, smallness of extent 
and insufficiency of income. It would seem then, that a question could only arise either on the mode by which 
they should be made, or on the persons in whom the discretion and consequent responsibility of making occa- 
sional Unions should rest. It might perhaps be thought an improvement in the mode of constituting Unions 
by episcopal authority, if it were done in all cases by a distinct instrument, which should specify the consider- 
ations above mentioned ; and possibly the general confidence in the administration of Church discipline might be 
increased, if still further responsibility were engaged. I have adverted to these two charges, without any per- 
suasion that they are needed, but because, should they be thought eligible by persons of better judgment, I 
know no reasonable objection to their adoption.

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OBSERVATIONS. 

THE Livings in those Dioceses which are too small to afford to resident incumbents the 
means of comfort, have, in general, as will appear from the Report, been united to some contiguous 
Livings, when the jointure was feasible and justifiable. When such unions are unadviseable, the 
Board of First Fruits have authority to augment, but the funds for so doing are too small to be 
generally effective. 

I think the laws established fully adequate to enable the Archbishops and Bishops to enforce 
residence generally. 

The wisdom of the mode adopted by the Board of First Fruits, for applying the funds vested in their 
hands for the purpose of building Churches and Glebe-houses, has been happily evinced by the vast 
increase of both ih Ireland, within these few years. I humbly suggest, however, that an improvement 
might be made in the application of that branch of those funds which have been applied to the

RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY: 

IN THE DIOCESE OF CORK are fifty-seven Benefices with cure of souls, on which are fifty 
Churches built or building ; on nine there are no Churches. The number of Parishes is seventy -six; 
of the above fifty-seven Benefices thirteen are Unions. There are twenty-three Glebe-houses built 
or building ; thirty-four Benefices are without Glebe-houses, on seventeen of which there is no glebe, 
or nrtne on which an house could be built with advantage. Of the Beneficed Clergy thirty-one 
are resident on their Benefices, or so near as to perform the duty of them ; eleven are resident on 
other Benefices, which they hold by faculty ; of those who are absent from their Benefices, six have 
been lately collated, and having no Glebe-houses, have not as yet been able to procure a place of 
residence; one is absent till his house is completed; three are permitted on account of age and 
infirmity ; three on account of the very small income of their Benefices ; one is chaplain to the 
Hibernian school in Dublin ; and one has the temporary charge of a congregation in Dublin.

■purchase of glebe-lands, and particularly for perpetual cures-, and I should propose, tliat power. should 
be given to the Board to enable them, in cases where the grantor of the glebe cannot recover a fine, 
to vest the fine, usually given, in the funds, and the interest paid to the perpetual curate till opportunity 
offers to purchase the land, or fine down the rent- Paying the fall rents, as is pow done, in 
cases such as I have alluded to, bears heavily upon the small income of the curates. 

In my opinion, the existing laws are fully adequate to prevent episcopal unions from being im- 
properly made, and to enforce the preservation of Churches and Glebe-Houses from dilapidations; 
and indeed, I think, a steady application of the laws established will fully ensure the protection and 
support of the Church of Ireland.

RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY: 

IN THE DIOCESE OF ROSS are twenty Benefices having cure of souls, on which are 
fifteen Churches built or building; on five there are no Churches. The number of Parishes is 
thirty-one. Of the above twenty Benefices, five are Unions ; there are seven Glebe-houses built or 
building ; thirteen Benefices are without Glebe-houses, on eleven of which there is no glebe, or none 
on which an house could be built with advantage. Of the Beneficed clergy, twelve are resident on 
their Benefices, or so near as to perform the duty of them ; two are resident on other Benefices, which 
they hold by faculty ; of those which are absent, one is permitted on account of ill health ; one, whose 
income from his Benefice is wholly inadequate to his support, is resident curate and preacher at the 
cathedral of Ross ; three others also, whose income can afford no decent support ; one is commissary 
at Lismore, where he resides, and is vicar choral of that cathedral.

The Dean has cure of souls, as this term is understood, when it has relation to the dignity and office of Dean.

James Gregory, Precentor, Charles Lindsay, Second Canon,

With the exception of the Reverend William Cox, the First Canon, who resides in the city of Kildare, in a house of 
his own procuring, the Dean and Chapter are not resident; the Dean resides at his own house, about eight miles distant, 
and from thence discharges such of his canonical duties as by local custom remain to be performed. The Precentor resides 
in the parish of Lea, ten miles distant. The Chancellor in the parish of Saint Thomas, in Dublin, of which he is Rector. 
The Treasurer is Dean of Killaloe, his residence unknown. The First Canon resides de facto ; the Second Canon at is 
perpetual Curacy of Monckstown, in the Diocese of Dublin ; the Third at hi. Curacy of liultymabon, in the Diocese of 
i rdagli und the Fourth at hia Benefice of Ballymacward, in the Dkuune of Clonfert. 

The above named William Cm discharges such duties of the Dean no he ha. deputed him to ; and by agreement with the 
rtst of the Chapter he discharges their duties also in the terms of the canon. 

There are no Residentiary or Glebe-houses within these Benefices. There are no Glebe Lands, properly speaking; several 
of the members as well as the Dean, have small tenements, with land annexed, which are prebendal estates, and have 
timeout of mind, been in leasehold. These estates are severally in the City and Liberties of the cathedral church of 
Kildare, and are variously situated with relation to the Church, but all within two miles thereof. 

The Deanry, and the seven members of the Chapter of this Cathedral Church, are too poorly endowed to have comfor t 
ah resident Incumbents. 

The Reverend William Cox, it is understood, has, including his own contribution, one hundred pounds per annum, as 
Canon Residentiary for the other members of this Deanry.

with a glebe of eight acres and a half in the latter. Sherlockstown is not contiguous to the other 
two denominations with which it is held, and not assessed to the church rate. These are contiguous. 
A new glebe-house may be purchased for Sherlockstown, and an addition made to that of Bodens- 
town. These parishes being then united by Act of Council, a benefice may be formed affording a 
comfortable subsistence to a resident Incumbent. Bodenstown, at present, is too small in value to 
afford a comfortable subsistence to a resident Incumbent. 

The best mode of remedying the evil of non-residence in the parish of Timaboe, is to unite it for 
ever with the parish of Ballinafa, No. 6, in this Report ; and as to Ballymacwilliam, the best remedy 
will be to build a glebe-house and call a new Incumbent (upon a voidance) to reside there. Should 
the parish then be inadequate to the support of a resident Incumbent, it may be united with Primult 
alias Ballyburley and Coolcor, No. 33, which was proposed in my former Report in 1806, because 
there is no glebe in that union ; and it will not be difficult at this juncture of time to procure the consent 
of all parties, because the rev. William Wakely, the incumbent of Primult and Coolcor, has also the 
next presentation to this Union, which is of equal value with Ballymacwilliam; and the united value 
of the two benefices does not exceed four hundred and fifty, or in the best times at most five hundred 
pounds by the year. 

Every thing has been done by the Board of First Fruits, to assist the bishop and the incumbent in 
remedying the evil of non-residence in this parish. The church has been for time immemorial a ruin, 
and the site is now become inconvenient to the best inhabited parts of the parish. A change of site, 
and the purchase of a fit glebe for the incumbent, would in this parish be the best mode of furthering 
the object ; and the bishop is not without hope that this, with patience, may be accomplished. 

The best remedy for non-residence, in this particular case, would be, to furnish the Incumbent with 
a church, a glebe, and house of residence, in the manner provided by law, which cannot at present 
be done. 

By the death of an aged clergyman, the Episcopal Union of Kilmaogue, No. 15, of this Report, came 
to the disposal of the bishop, and for the advantage of his diocese he procured a voidance of the very 
inconvenient episcopal union of Lacka, Doneny, Wallerstown, and Kildangan, by collating its in- 
cumbent to the vacant benefice. He added the prebend and rectory of Nurney, then also void, to the 

parishes

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parishes of Wallerstown and Kildangan, where there was a church in reputed repair, thus constitut- 
ing one benefice of 2,647 acres. Lacka, a rectory of 3,166, and Doaeny, a vicarage of 1,641, in the 
whole containing 4,707 acres, were then reunited for the purpose of erecting a church and glebe-house 
in the former, every one of these five parishes being at that time destitute of resident incumbents or 
curates. The reverend William Cox, surrogate of the diocese, and canon residentiary of Kildare, 
residing within three miles of Nurney, and in fact nearer to that parish than any other clergyman 
of the jurisdiction, was collated to this new union with Nurney ; and until the very old church of Kil- 
dangan fell down suddenly into irreparable ruin, he duly discharged the duties of this benefice. No 
glebe could be procured till the owner of an estate in Wallerstown should be of age ; and in expecta- 
tion of this acquisition, it was agreed between the landed proprietor of Kildangan parish and the bishop, 
that he would in such an event give a site for a new church in Wallerstown, in a place central to 
the union and having the advantage of convenient roads. This was accordingly set out, and after 
many, delays a glebe was duly valued and accepted by the incumbent and bishop ; but the conveyance 
was protracted by the subsequent marriage of the noble owner, who had not reserved any power to 
sell in fee simple, or to make a leasehold tenure to the purchaser sufficient in law. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the incumbent could not reside. The circumstances antecedent to this disappointment 
had been in their progress laid before the Board of First Fruits, and a grant of 900/. was made 
by them to the bishop, for the purpose of erecting a church in the new site of Wallerstown, which 
sum was to be issued from the Treasury, when all legal restrictions and difficulties should be over- 
come. Had a glebe been procured, a house would also have been erected, and the incumbent was 
ready to hold Kildangan by a separate title, or having such compensation, to surrender it totally to 
the bishop for another disposition, with some small parishes contiguous to it, by which the church 
establishment might be further improved. This scheme was rendered abortive by the loss of the 
above mentioned glebe ; and in February 1819, the bishop, in the Board of First Fruits, moved the 
disappropriation of the grant, since it could not be legally applied; and gave notice to the donor of the 
church site in Wallerstown, of the failure of the measure. It is proper here to add, that no private 
contributions were ever offered or solicited for the furtherance of these objects, because this case has 
been strongly enough commented upon by the diurnal prints, in reporting a supposed conversation in 
the Commons House of Parliament. The bishop and the incumbent have been severely censured, 
it is said, upon the authority of a gentleman of Nurney, communicating with a member of that 
Honourable House. There are now many excellent persons who believe that the bishop, having a 
sufficient sum in his hands for the purpose of erecting a church, neglected to appropriate it to its legi- 
timate object ; and being related or connected with the incumbent, a wealthy pluralist, had connived 
at his gross dereliction of duty. The bishop is neither related to nor connected with the incumbent 
in any way, excepting those which are incident to his station and to the common civilities of life ; 
and no accusation in form has been made to him, by which he might be authorized to proceed to the 
correction of any such alleged deviation from parochial duty. The incumbent who, on his part, long felt 
the weight of this person’s calumnies, invited investigation ; but no accuser was found, except in such 
a place as precluded him from defence. The reverend Mr. Cox has already been stated in this Report 
to live at Kildare, where he enjoys, as canon residentiary of the cathedral church, his dividend with 
the rest, amounting to 3 61 . per annum. The fees of his office, which by law permits his non-resi- 
dence, are inconsiderable ; and he has no other ecclesiastical income save that of this very benefice, 
the extent of which sufficiently evinces that it cannot exceed a bare competency. He will reside 
whenever the opportunity shall offer, because he can as easily discharge the duty of surrogate, living 
at his benefice, as at Kildare. 



PARTICULAR OBSERVATIONS. 



TITLE 5. 

IT is presumed that the subsisting laws are sufficient to enforce the residence of spiritual persons; 
but it may be fair at the same time to remark, that the proper forms for procedure are still wanting as 
an appendix to statute 48 George 3, chapter 66. 

Non-residence, it will appear from the foregoing enumeration of benefices, may be traced chiefly to 
causes which these laws do not contemplate. There can be no residence where no means are afforded ; 

and 
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and the legislature of this period of time, as well as in former years, has with, much liberality endea- 
voured to remove this great impediment to the spread of the Reformed Church of England and 
Ireland. 

It may, be proper therefore here to note the several particular means by which the pious intentions 
of individuals, and the bounty of the King in Parliament, as administered by the Commissioners of 
First Fruits and Tenths in Ireland, may be carried into effect by the purchase of glebes ; this done, 
a few practical observations cannot be thought superfluous in an inquiry like the present, when the 
opinion of a Diocesan, founded on experience, is not voluntarily obtruded, but specially demanded. 

Glebes then may be acquired, as the law now stands. 

First. By endowment. 

Second. An incumbent, purchasing land in the character of glebe, may charge his successor 
with two-thirds of its cost ; and the next successors may, in like manner, be charged on a 
diminishing scale, till the whole sum is repaid. It is here to be noted, that this provision 
was made by the Act xoth William 3, chapter 6. 

No aid of Parliament was then intended ; and it may now be a matter of consideration, whether the 
new principles of the loan for building glebe-houses may not be made applicable in some measure to 
modern cases of this kind, when livings are of too great annual value, to be assisted by a considerable 
free gift. 

Third. Persons restrained by family settlements from alienating lands, may nevertheless set 
out portions of their estates (not being demesne) and the same being in due form valued by 
a jury ; the best rent of the current time being thus ascertained, glebe may be acquired, and 
the rent thus formed will remain a charge on the benefice for ever. 

Fourth. The commissioners of the Board of First Fruits, &c. may purchase tithes and glebe- 
ground in fee simple, or in leasehold tenure, by three lives, renewable for ever, and therewith 
endow the poorer benefices. 

Since the year 1 804 no glebe lands have been acquired to the diocese of Kildare, by virtue of the 
Three conditions above enumerated, and only one by the Fourth. 

Family restrictions, as stated in the Third condition, almost universally bind the nobility and gentry 
of this diocese. The measure has totally failed. It cannot be supposed, that tenants for life, under such’ 
circumstances, are reluctant to afford the means by which the Clergy may effectually be encouraged to 
residence ; and without inquiring further into their disabilities, it will be reasonable to look for a cause 
of this failure in the nature of the measure itself, particularly connected as it is with considerations 
sufficient to influence the legislature. 

The design of purchasing glebe is at least two fold. First, to afford means for residence : second, to 
assist the poorer benefices by an accession of comfort. 

In order to acquit their consciences, the jury impannelled must ascertain the best rent for which 
a peasant would rationally make himself responsible with a view to profit. To convey land on such 
conditions to clergymen, cannot be deemed a boon, and it may be a burthen. 

As the law of free gift to the poorer benefices now stands, this condition, in point of comparison, con- 
stitutes avast inequality between them. The person who conveys in fee simple or in leasehold, reserv- 
ing an inconsiderable portion of rent to himself, meets the wishes of all parties concerned ; and the 
glebe thus procured, becoming an accession of value to the incumbent, can be enjoyed without care in 
cultivation, and without anxiety to reproduce the annual accruing rent. 

One very simple remedy seems applicable to this case. When the Commissioners of the First Fruits 
approve the title of the seller, the purchase-money, derived from the liberal parliamentary fund, is 
instantly paid. 

This Board of Trustees are by law possessed of money in the funds, the interest whereof is by statute 
applicable to special purposes. The trustees are doubtless worthy ; should, in times to come, the fami- 
lies under restrictive settlement be inclined to set apart land for glebe, the poorer clergy will gladly

accept the proffered means to discharge duties particularly growing out of residence ; and if the Board 
of First Fruits were directed to invest the purchase-money in the public funds, and pay the annual 
interest thereof, as and for the rent found and reserved for such settled rights, all difficulties would 
gradually vanish ; and in the diocese of Kildare in particular, each succeeding bishop might witness 
the success of his endeavours to obviate the accumulating evils of non-residence. Having already noted 
the case of the more abundantly provided benefices that are destitute of glebe, any further remark 
would here be unnecessary. 

TITLE 6. 

The question here proposed seems to intimate a wish, to assist poor parishes with loans for the repair 
of old and decaying structure, which, in truth, require in many instances an instant expenditure of 
money, larger than the annual church rates, in reason or in justice to tenants holding expiring leases 
ought to supply ; whatever might have been the full object intended, the bounty afforded to the Com- 
missioners of First Fruits has not been made applicable to the repair of churches ; and in the late grant 
of Parliament, in 1819, the word repair does not occur. How beneficially, under proper and well 
defined regulations, such a boon might prove, may be well understood by referring to the numbers 27, 
article Kildangan, and to 39 Geashill with Killeigh chapel. The church of this extensive parish has 
been lately rebuilt by loan ; the latter can have no loan according to the reserve of the board, because 
no grants to repair churches or chapels have hitherto been made, without some specific enlargement of 
the structure, and this chapel is already far too large for its congregation. The omission of this purpose 
in the last Act of Appropriation, and the reserve on the part of the Board of First Fruits, when the 
power to grant actually existed, may be fairly questioned. When a bishop is attentive to his duties, he 
must know the state of the churches committed to his inspection ; and he is always, after due expe- 
rience, able to give to the Board of Commissioners of the First Fruits, &c. such information as shall 
enable them, on full inquiry, to discriminate between cases, where, on the one hand, a disposition may 
be evinced in parishes to withhold annual assessments for necessary repairs ; and those on the other, in 
which it shall appear that all reasonable charges have been borne in upholding, though without success, 
such antient parish churches as have gradually yielded to the decay of time. 

title 7. 

The laws now subsisting, and carefully administered, are sufficient to prevent unions being impro- 
perly made by act of Council; but with respect to Episcopal unions pro hue vice, it may be proper to 
revise the statute 3d Geo. II, cha. 1 1 , and to limit the powers therein granted to certain cases, when- 
ever for instance an Episcopal union has been continued ; because upon due trial found to be really 
proper and expedient, it should officially be so certified by the bishop and archbishop of the province to 
the Privy Council for confirmation, care being used to guard against lapse in consequence of unavoid- 
able delay. 

title 8. 

Diocesan and parish registers stand protected at present against heedless or wilful negligence in 
making proper entries, or of corrupt embezzlement and concealment of deeds of record, by the fefible 
arm of the canon law. Since the time of King Henry the 8th, when a fundamental change was made 
in the method of charging after inquisitio post mortem, the annates or first fruits upon bodies corporate 
and aggregate, many rights beneficial to religion, have been lost to the church, and in particular glebe-, 
lands, of which the evidences have been carelessly or fraudulently removed from diocesan registers. 
This contingency was not g-uarded against by the restraining statutes 10 and 11 of Charles. To the 
want of such a guard to the church as the inquisitio post mortem, which might for such a purpose have 
substantially been continued by commission issuing from the bishop, and on the vacancy of an arch- 
bisboprick, from the Crown, may be attributed the spoliation of the bishoprick of Kildare in particular, 
and the subsequent alienation of glebe lands, that doubtless then existed, but which are now 
irrecoverable. 

It is here to be remarked, that this censure has no reference to the respectable persons now holding 
the office of joint register of the diocese of Kildare.

GENERAL OBSERVATION S -continued. 

In Kill St. Nicholas (the adjoining parish) is the town of Passage, where the greater part of the 
parishioners frequenting the church reside. To this belongs a glebe of 22 acre3, but at a great distance 
from the residence of these parishioners, and most inconveniently situated for building. 

In the parish of Crook is a small glebe of 3 acres, which- would be very convenient for a glebe-house 
for the parish of Kill St. Nicholas. The proper union therefore, would be to unite Kill St. Nicholas 
with Crook. 

I should recommend the purchase of the tithes of the parish of St. John’s (part of the corps of the 
archdeaconry,) which belong to a lay impropriator, Mr. Fox, for the purpose of being united by act of 
council to the archdeaconry at some future day, which is at present not worth more than 250 1. per annum. 

It would be advisable to purchase the rectorial tithes of either the parishes of Killea or Rathmoylan, 
to augment the value of the union, which does not exceed 200 1 . per annum.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS: 

Tallow and Killwatermoy. — A church should be built at Killwatermoy. If the parish of Killwatermoy be suffi- 
cient to support an incumbent, this union should be dissolved. 

Temple Michael, &c. — The incumbent having lately died, a disunion of these parishes will of course take place. 
Temple Michael and Kilcocken will in future form one benefice, being on the west side of the river Blackwater. 
Kinsalbeg and Lisgennan being on the east side, will form another. 

Donhill. — A new church should be built in this parish, and glebe land purchased. 

Stradbally, &c. — I should recommend a disunion of these parishes on the next vacancy. 

The rectory and vicarage of Killrossanty ought to be perpetually united. 

Mothill, &c. — A disunion of these parishes should also take place on a future occasion. 

Cahir and Grange St. John Baptist. — These parishes being at least five miles distant from each other, should be' 
disunited. 

Innislonagh. — This entire rectory may very well stand alone ; glebe land ought to be (if possible) purchased near 
the church, and a glebe-house built upon it.

The 1st, Section 6th ; Queries the 3d, 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th ; all other Queries being answered in the Columns. 

Query 1st, Section 6th. — There is by act of Parliament, a sufficient power lodged • in the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council, and the Bishops of the several dioceses in Ireland, either to unite or disunite parishes, when either may 
be deemed advisable ; and the Archbishops and Bishops are enabled by act of Parliament, to form a district (part of a 
large parish into a separate parish,) under the title of a perpetual curacy, by which means several large parishes in 
Ireland have been actually divided - into two or more separate and distinct parishes. 

Query 3d. — The Board of First Fruits can augment such livings, by purchasing glebes and impropriate tithes out 
of the produce of the First Fruits and Twentieth Parts granted for that purpose by Queen Anne, and by assisting the 
incumbents of them with money for the erection of glebe-houses ; but this fund is small and unequal to the effectual 
augmentation of such livings. There is also another futld, arising from a charitable bequest of the late Dr. Boulter,

GENERAL OBSERVATION S — continued. 

Union of Ardfinnan.— This union on the death of the late incumbent (which took place a few months since) has 
been dissolved. The present incumbent holds the rectories of Ardfinnan, Rochestown, and the vicarage of Neddans, 
which was united by act of council in 1813. The rectory of Mortlestown and the vicarage of Newcastle, now form 
two distinct benefices. 

Cloniam and Newtownlinam. — These parishes being seven miles distant from each other, should be disunited. 

Seskinagh. — The rectory and vicarage ought to be perpetually united. 

Killmurry and Carrick. — Should be perpetually united. 

Shanrahan. — Glebe land should be purchased contiguous to the new church now building. 

Derrygrath. — Rectory and vicarage should be perpetually united ; a glebe-house should be built on the present 
glebe land. 

Clashmore. — The present vicar has lately been collated to the prebend, in order to make the living of sufficient value 
to enable the incumbent to reside. The new church will be finished in the course of a few weeks. 

Ardmore and Rinegona, &c. — Rinegona should be separated from Ardmore and perpetually united to Dungarvan.

ANSWERS TO QUERIES— continued. 

Primate of Ireland, and vested in the Board of First Fruits by act of Parliament, out of which fund the Board of 
First Fruits is enabled to augment livings, under one hundred pounds a year, by adding so much salary yearly to the 
incumbents of such livings, as will make their annual incomes one hundred pounds. 

No. 5. — I consider the laws now in force, are sufficient for enforcing the residence of the clergy in Ireland. 

No. 6.— I apprehend that the laws now in being form the best mode of applying such funds as are now applicable 
to the purpose of building or repairing churches or glebe-houses, or the improvement of glebes. 

No. 7. — The laws now in being, I conceive, are fully adequate to prevent episcopal unions being improperly made. 
No. 8. — I am of opinion that the due execution of the laws now in existence, together with such grants as His 
Majesty and the Parliament may think proper to make for augmenting the income of poor livings, purchasing glebes, 
and assisting the building of churches and glebe-houses, will be sufficient for the improvement, protection and sup- 
port of the established church in Ireland.

RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY: 

IN THE DIOCESE OF LISMORE are forty Benefices, with cure of souls, on which are 
twenty-seven Churches ; on thirteen there are no Churches. The number of Parishes is sixty-nine. 
Of the above forty Benefices, nineteen are Unions ; there are twelve Glebe-houses ; twenty-eight 
Benefices are without Glebe-houses, of which twenty-four have no glebe, or none on which a house 
could be built with advantage. Of the Beneficed Clergy, twenty-four are resident, either on their 
Benefices, or so near as to perform the duty of them. Eight are resident on other Benefices, which 
they hold by faculty; two are exempt under the provisions of the statute 48 Geo. 3, c. 66; six are 
absent with the permission of the ordinary. There is also an endowed chapel, on which is a church, 
a house, and resident minister.

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RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY; 

IN THE DIOCESE OF CLOYNE are seventy-seven Benefices having cure of souls, on 
which are fifty-nine Churches hlfilt or building ; on twenty there are no Churches. The number of 
Parishes is one hundred and twenty-three ; of the above seventy-seven Benefices, twenty-seven are 
Unions. There are twenty-two Glebe-houses built or building; fifty-five Benefices are without 
Glebe-houses ; on thirty-three of which there is no Glebe, or none on which an house could be 
built with advantage. 

Of the Beneficed Clergy, forty-six are resident on their Benefices, or so near as to perform the 
duties of them.

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RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY: 

Of those who are absent, one is exempt as Vicar General, under the provisions of the stat. 
48 Geo. 3, ch. 66 ; one is lately collated, and having no glebe-house, has been unable as yet to 
procure a residence ; two are permitted on account of illness ; three on account of the smallness 
of income. It is further to be remarked, that the Prebends in the Cathedral of Cloyne are many of 
them to be considered rather as offices of distinction than Benefices of emolument. The Parishes 
which are respectively the corps of such, are very small in extent, and afford very inconsiderable 
income. They are usually held by the Clergy of the Diocese, who derive income from other 
Benefices.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Containing Answers to Query 1st, sec. 6, and Queries 3d, 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th : 

The others being answered in the columns. 

Query 1st. sec. 6. — THERE is by Act of Parliament sufficient power lodged in the Lord Lieutenant 
and Privy Council, and the Bishops of Ireland, either to unite or disunite parishes, when either may 
be deemed advisable ; the Archbishops and Bishops are enabled by Act of Parliament to form a 
district (part of a large parish) into a separate parish, under the title of a perpetual curacy ; by which 
means, several large parishes in Ireland, have been actually divided into two or more separate and 
distinct parishes. 

There is also a power of establishing perpetual curacies in dignities, which has been exercised 
within this united diocese. 

Query 3d. — The Board of First Fruits can augment such Livings, by purchasing Glebes and im- 
propriate Tithes, out of the produce of the First Fruits and twentieth parts, granted for that purpose 
by Queen Anne ; and by assisting the incumbents of them with money for the erection of Glebe-houses • 
but this fund is small, and unequal to the effectual augmentation of such livings. 

There is also another fund, arising from a charitable bequest of Primate Boulter, and vested in the 
Board of First Fruits, by Act of Parliament; out of which the Board is enabled to augment Livings 
under one hundred pounds a year, by adding so much salary yearly to the incumbents as will make 
their income one hundred pounds. 

There is at present no other mode of improving these small Livings : but those funds may be 
increased by the bounty of the King in Parliament, so as to render them capable of affording the 
means of comfort to resident incumbents of such small Livings.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS — continued. 

N°5. — It is apprehended by the Bishops of Ireland, that the present canon law (as hitherto exer- 
cised here) is sufficient to remedy the evil of non-residence ; and I am happy to observe that since the 
last Report to Parliament in 1806, the evil of non-residence in this diocese has not only been lessened 
Dut in a very great measure done away. 

N° 6. — I apprehend that the laws already in being establish the best mode of applying such funds 
as are now applicable for the purpose of building or repairing Churches or Glebe-houses, and the 
improvement of Glebes. 

N° 7. — The laws now in being are, I apprehend, fully sufficient to prevent unions (perpetual or epis- 
copal) from being improperly made, and to preserve Churches and Glebe-houses from dilapidation, when 
duly enforced. 

N° 8. — I am of opinion that the due execution of the now existing laws (with the aid of such grants 
as His Majesty and the Parliament may in their bounty make for augmenting the.incomes of poor 
Livings, purchasing Glebes, and assisting the building of Churches and Glebe-houses) will be sufficient 
for the present improvement, protection and support of the Established Church in Ireland.

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RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY: 



IN THE DIOCESE OF LEIGHLIN are forty-seven Benefices having cure of souls, on which 
are forty-five Churches, built or building ; on four there are no Churches. The number of the Parishes 
is eighty ; of the above forty-seven Benefices, twenty are Unions. There are sixteen Glebe-houses 
built or building ; thirty-one Benefices have no Glebe-houses, on twenty-six of which there are no 
Glebes, or none on which a house can be built with advantage. 

Of the Beneficed Clergy, forty are resident on their Benefices, or so near as to perform the duty of 
them. Four are resident on other Benefices, which they hold by Faculty. One is absent from pecu- 
niary embarrassments ; one on account of the smallness of income, and being the incumbent of a parish 
of very small extent, close to the Cathedral. One Benefice is vacant. 

IN THE DIOCESE OF FERNS are forty-five Benefices having cure of souls, on which are 
fifty Churches, built or building ; on two Benefices are no Churches. The number of Parishes is one 
hundred and two ; of the above forty-five Benefices, twenty-five are Unions. There are twenty-three

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RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY: 



Glebe-houses built or building ; twenty-two Benefices have no Glebe-houses, on twelve of which there 
are no glebes, or none on which a house could be built with advantage. 

Of the Beneficed Clergy, thirty-four are resident on their Benefices, or so near as to perform the 
duties of them. Six are resident on other Benefices, which they hold by Faculty. Of those who are 
absent, two are permitted on account of bad health and age ; two have lately collated ; and one on 
account of smallness of the District, and income arising out of it. 

Besides the Parishes above enumerated in the two Dioceses, there are forty-three, the tithes of which 
are enjoyed by Lay Impropriators; the income allowed in consideration of religious duties, is not suf- 
ficient to furnish the common necessaries of life. Hence it has been made necessary for the Bishop to 
unite these impropriate Cures with Benefices adjoining, which furnish an income for the support of an 
Incumbent, in order that there may be a licensed clergyman, on whom the inhabitants in such Curacies, 
may in such case call for the performance of religious duties.

OBSERVATION'S: 

' N" 2. — ALTHOUGH the denominations of Kilrush, Ballylarkin, and Clontubrid in this union, have 
been heretofore set down and numbered as parishes, they are not so, being townlands, and as such are 
-esteemed and taken in all county proceedings ; they are comprised within the individual parish of 
Aghour, of which they are snb-denominations. ' The Bishop hopes to establish a perpetual curacy, and 
to erect another church in this union. 

6. — A new church and a new glebe-house have been erected in this parish, since the promotion of the 
present diocesan. 

7. — The state of the glebe-house in this parish is particularly distressing, both to the diocesan and 
the incumbent. The building was commenced by his predecessor, by order of the present diocesan, 
who obtained from the Board of First Fruits the usual aid for that purpose, and shortly after died, 
leaving the same in an unfinished state. The present incumbent, on his promotion to the benefice, 
finding that the site chosen for the glebe-house was a perfect bog or morass, and that the materials 
used therein was in part highly objectionable, judged it advisable to take the -opinion of a civilian, as to 
the best mode of proceeding ; who advised, that the Bishop should issue a commission to inquire into 
the particulars, and more especially to inquire into and inspect the situation of the ground, and the 
fitness and convenience of the buildings, and whether it would be proper to finish and complete the 
same. The commission having been issued, the Commissioners, after inspection and examination of 
the premises, reported the state and condition thereof, in the terms following : “ That the said house 
and offices, if finished, could not be deemed a permanent and eligible residence for the said incumbent 

v and his successors ; as, from the contiguity of the buildings to a most rapid river, which runs with 
great force and violence against the ground upon which the same are erected, and from the circum- 
stance of a very considerable portion of the ground having been carried away by the said river within 
the last three years, the said buildings could not be deemed secure and permanent;” Council has advised 
,the incumbent not to finish the buildings, because the Bishop could not certify them ; and that even if 
he were to do so, such certificate would not be binding on his successors. 

8 . — The glebe-house was commenced in consequence of the order of the present diocesan. 

12. — A new church has been erected in this parish, since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

13. — This incumbent is serving a cure in another diocese. 

15- — A grant has been lately obtained from the Board of First Fruits, for a glebe-house in this 
parish, the building of which is in considerable progress. 

— A glebe-house has been erected in this parish, since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

18. — A new church has been erected in this parish, since the promotion of the present diocesan. 
The incumbent has agreed for the purchase of a piece of land for a glebe, upon which it is intended to 
build a glebe-house, money having bec-n granted for the purpose. 

21. — The incumbent is at present serving a cure in the diocese, to which he has been licensed about 
twenty years, but he will shortly reside. A new glebe-house erected since the promotion of the present 
diocesan. 

23. — In the former Returns, all the denominations comprised in this union were set down as parishes 
and are so denominated in the Act of Council. With respect to the incumbents titles, and the visitation 
books, after very minute inquiry, and from the best information the diocesan could obtain, it appears 
that Kilfeara, Sheestown, Jerpcint, Bawn, Blackrath, Garran, and Grangemockstown are nothing more 
than townlands, comprised within the union, and that those denominations only which are numbered as 
parishes, are all that are really so ; as out ef the above-named townlands the incumbent has net any 
emolument, and by whom, even the situation of them, cannot be traced. The diocesan is not aware how 
this union can be dissolved, for it is united by Act of Council, and the entire benefice is chargeable with 
the sum of two thousand five hundred and ten pounds seven shillings and eight pence,* on account 
of the glebe-house. 

26. — A new

.26. A new church erected since the promotion of the present bishop. 

28.— The incumbent being in embarrassed circumstances, and his parish under sequestration by his 
creditors, the diocesan did not deem it advisable to compel him to build a glebe-house at present. 

33. A new glebe-house erected since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

34. -A new church and a new glebe-house erected in the parish since the promotion of the present 
diocesan. 

35. — A new church and glebe-house erected since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

37.— The house is very old. and built with very bad materials. 

38 — A very considerable portion of this union is barren mountain, and thinly inhabited. 

42. — This parish is vested in the Dean and Chapter and Vicars Choral of St. Camce, both ecclesias- 
tical corporations, consequently there can be no residence. 

43. — If these parishes were united by Act of Council, land might be obtained in the Inniostoge, on 
which a glebe-house might be built ; but none of the parishes produce sufficient income to build a proper 
house for the incumbent. The diocesan hopes to build a new church in this parish. 

46. — A new glebe-house has been erected in this parish, since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

47. — The church has been considerably enlarged, and a new glebe-house built since the promotion of 
the present diocesan. 

49. — The rector resides three or four months in the year, he is surrogate of the diocese of Leighlin. 
The church has been considerably enlarged since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

g lv a new church and a new glebe-house have been erected in this parish, since the promotion of 

the present diocesan. 

53. — A new church has been erected in this parish, since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

54. — The church has undergone considerable improvements within the last year, a grant having 
been obtained from the Board of First Fruits, for the repairs thereof, and for the purpose of erecting 
a tower and spire, the building of which is far advanced. A house situate in the city of Kilkenny, has 
been purchased for a glebe-house, since the promotion of the present diocesan. 

56.— Kilkyran was heretofore set down and numbered as a parish, united to Rathcool ; on inquiry, 
however, it is nothing more than a townland in the parish of Ratficool, and is so rated in all county 
assessments.

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RECAPITULATION AND SUMMARY: 

IN THE DIOCESE OF OSSORY are fifty-nine Benefices, with cure of souls, on which are 
forty-seven Churches, built or building. On thirteen there are no Churches. The number of Parishes 
is, one hundred and thirty-five. Of the above fifty-nine benefices, twenty-two are unions. There are 
thirty -five Glebe-houses, built or building. Twenty-four Benefices without Glebe-houses. On thirteen 
there is no glebe, or none on which a house could be erected with advantage. Of the Benefited Clergy, 
thirty-five are resident either on their benefices, or so near them as to perform the duty of them.
